The greatest exertions are being made, bo h 
by the confederate authorities and by the peo- 
ple, to supply rebel armies against the 
coming winter. Large quantities of boots, 
shoes, clothing and supplies are being col- 
lected in Richmond 4nd Lynchburg, and 
thence forwarded to Lee's army. The gov- 
ernment gives out that it has enough of these 
things to supply all the troops comfortably; 
but though, In a measure, it has given evi- 
dence of its good intentions, its tardiness 
causes the people to doubt its ability, and 


condition of the army for the winter. Under 
this feeling the people are everywhere pre- 
paring to render all the sid they can. Soldiers’ 
relief societies are being organized in every 
county, and everybody is talled upon to do 
something or contribute something to the gen 
eral cavee. Hate, cape, clothing drawers, socks, 
mittens and blankets are the thlage needed, 
and every one is called upon to supply som: 
of these articles. Every effort will be made 
to clothe and shoe the army comfortably, by 
the government, and it is expected the people 
will furnish a supply of socks, mittens, cot- 
ton coverlids and carpet blankets. Many tai. 
lors and sem pstresses are now employed io 
Richmond and Lynchburg, in making soldiers’ 
clothing 


Food is not scarce iu the South. Flour, corn 
meal, rice, beef and pork are plentiful. These 
command high prices, not so much from a 
difference of supply and demand, but more 
from the depreciation of currency, and the 
fact that every one ie flush with money—sach 
as itis. Flour can one day be bought ia Rich- 
mond tor twelve dollars per barrel, and the 
next it costs sixteen dollars. This is owing 
to the speculators, who prey upon the govera- 
ment and the people alice. Ia the ieterior 
élstricts the article can be bought tor cight 
dollars per barrel. Corn is very plentiful this 
seston, but every one having it hoards the 
article as something precious, and hence the 
price of two dollars per bushel. Rice is a 
drug In the market, commanding bat ten 
cents per pound. It was attempted to feed 
it to the soldiers im regular rations, bat they 
grumbled at it as the hardest fare, and many 
refused to eat it. This is the only article of 
food the confederate authorities allow to be 
exported, and considerable quantities have 
run the blockade. The priscipal hotels in 
Richmond charge five dollars per day for board 
snd lodging, and are making fortunes in con- 
federate scrip.
